Sparks From Mark 

Beginning September 3rd and 4th, we 
will be going back to a 10:30am liturgy 
on Sundays. Last spring, we evaluated 
what worked better for the parish, the 
10:30am liturgy or the llarn liturgy. In 
visiting with some of our people in faith 
formation and our musicians, we feel 
that the 11 am liturgy was too late and 
the 10:30 seemed to fit into people’s 
schedules better. As I mentioned last 
week, we hired Judy Zetah for 20 hours 
a week to coordinate youth ministry. 
This past week we have also had several 
people that have volunteered to help 
with our faith formation program if no 
one comes forward for the position. 
Another option might be to split the 
position of faith formation to have one 
person to work with K through 5 th and 
another with grades 6 through 12.1 am 
also interested in putting together a faith 
formation committee in the parish, 
consisting of 8 to 10 people who will 
help foster faith formation in our parish 
for all generations. This committee 
would emphasize that our call as 
disciples of Christ is to be lifelong 
learners of faith.

23. What should be done when Mass is 
celebrated in the course of perpetual 
adoration? 

When mass is celebrated in a chapel where 
the Blessed Sacrament is exposed, the 
Eucharist must be replaced in the tabernacle 
before the celebration of Mass begins. 
Perpetual exposition is not allowed, however, 
when such reposition takes place more than 
twice a day.

Reflection 

■ Is the Sabbath a place in time or a 
place outside of ordinary time? 

How do you keep the Sabbath? 

■ Is there anything that you own, 
experience, or enjoy in life that 
could not be lost this day, hour, 
minute? Is the love and experience 
of God’s love your answer? May 
God’s love be limited by the 
ordinary conception of time (will it 
also pass away)? 

■ Have you avoided or excused 
yourself from facing the hard truth 
of Jesus’ loving kindness? Who in 
the parable knows this better - the 
women with the demonic daughter 
or the disciples? 

God created and filled space in the first six 
days but left the seventh day open to eternity. 
Humans will labor to secure their place in 
space for six days but access eternity on the 
Sabbath Day. By properly observing the 
Sabbath, humans stop filling time with space 
to enter eternity. The spiritual quest is to find 
eternity not outside the of the human, but 
inside and to reside there. 1
